Drink-driver jailed over 
fatal five-vehicle crash 



Police appeal 
after vandalism 
and theft spree 

VANDALS and thieves have been 
at work in Haverhill, according to 
latest police information. 

Two reports of criminal damage 
and three reports of theft from a 
motor vehicle made up the crime 
over the last 10 days.

A HAVERHILL man who 
killed a van driver in a five- 
vehicle crash last December 
has been sentenced to six 
years in prison. 

Stephen James, 47, of Park- 
side, was three times over the 
drink-drive limit, and run¬ 
ning late for work as a petrol 
tanker driver, when he col¬ 
lided head on with a Vaux¬ 
hall Vivaro causing a pile-up 
involving a Vauxhall Corsa, 
Vauxhall Corsa van and a 
lorry. 

He pleaded guilty at Peter¬ 
borough Crown Court last 
Thursday to causing death 
and serious injury by dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

The driver of the Vauxhall 
Corsa, 60-year-old Keith 
Howlett, of Mill Lane, Wis¬ 
bech, suffered fatal injuries 
and died at the scene. 

The drivers of the Vauxhall 
Vivaro and lorry both suf¬ 
fered serious life-changing 
injuries and the driver of the 
other Vauxhall was left un¬ 
able to work.

James was sentenced to six 
years - and two years con¬ 
current - and was disquali¬ 
fied from driving for JO years. 

He was driving without 
insurance at the time of the 
crash - which took place 
on the AJ42 near Mepal at 
5.58am on December 20 - 
which the judge described as 
an “aggravating factor.” 

Judge Sean Enright said 
his sentence was reduced 
by one year because James 
expressed remorse for what 
had happened. 

Sentencing James, he said 
he was “a functioning alco¬ 
holic who minimised how 
much he had to drink”. 

“This was far more than 
a momentary lapse in con¬ 
centration in my judgement. 
The likely levels of alcohol 
were 235mg when you start-

ed driving and 207mg at the 
time of the incident. 

“The evidence is over¬ 
whelming - the DVD [evi¬ 
dence] tells it all. 

“The appropriate sentence 
is based on the value soci¬ 
ety puts on the life of the de¬ 
ceased. 

“Rules are for the safety of 
the driver and others - you 
must go with the officer,” he 
said. 

The incident occurred five 
days before Christmas. A po¬ 
lice forensics officer told the 
News James had been drink¬ 
ing the night before he set off 
to work, at just past 4am. 

Watching proceedings 
were victims and members 
of the families affected by 
the crash. They held hands 
and audibly gasped when 
the sentence was passed.

Pupils distraught after 
arson attack at school

PUPILS have been left “distraught” af¬ 
ter a beloved outdoor classroom at Cle¬ 
ments Primary Academy was destroyed 
following an arson attack. 

The classroom, known as ‘The Hidea¬ 
way’, was used for clubs and other activi¬ 
ties and was nestled away in the wooden 
area behind the school. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue were called to 
the fire at 23:32 on Sunday to reports of 
a fire at the Clements Primary Academy 
site in Greenfields Way, where a large 
wooden structure was on fire. 

Sam Gallacher, acting headteacher at 
the school, said: “We can confirm there 
was a fire in our outdoor classroom in 
the early hours of Monday morning and 
the classroom was destroyed. 

“It is situated away from the main 
school building, which was not affected. 
The outdoor classroom was a valuable 
resource in our teaching of the environ¬ 
ment and woodland - and staff and stu¬ 
dents are distraught. 

“Suffolk Fire Service attended the inci¬ 
dent and put the fire out and we would 


like to thank the firefighters who attend¬ 
ed. 

“Staff, students and pupils at Clements 
Primary Academy are deeply heartened 
by the fact that a fundraising appeal has 
started in the wake of the fire. 

“It further underlines the special place 
the school has in our community.” 

Two engines attended but the cause 
of the fire is currently unknown. Suffolk 
Police confirmed they are treating the 
fire as arson. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk Police said: 
“Suffolk Police were called at 23:53pm 
on Sunday following reports of a fire. 

“The fire was believed to be affecting a 
wooden band stand/gazebo style struc¬ 
ture in a wooden area at the rear of the 
school on Greenfields Way in Haverhill. 

“Police are treating the fire as suspi¬ 
cious, believed to be started deliberately. 
We are classing the crime as arson.” 

“We are interested in speaking to wit¬ 
nesses in the area at the time, very late 
evening on Sunday, June 25 around or 
just before or after midnight,” said a 
spokesperson from Suffolk Police. “

No welcome for 
US president

Fox culling is 
not effective 

FOX hunting is a very relevant 
political topic at present, it is also 
important not to forget other horrors 
facing foxes in urban environments - 
namely culling by 'pest' controllers. 

Animal Aid has been inundated by 
concerned members of the public 
who are horrified at news of urban 
foxes being culled near their homes. 
Foxes are generally trapped and shot. 

What's even worse is that at this 
time of year, fox cubs are still reliant 
on their mothers to survive. If a 
mother fox is trapped and killed, her 
babies will starve to death. 

Culling foxes is not only cruel, 
but ineffective. If a fox (or indeed a 
family of foxes) is killed, the vacant 
territory will quickly be taken over 
by new foxes - thus resulting in an 
endless cycle of trapping and culling. 
As such the government recommends 
the use of non-lethal, humane 
deterrence as the most effective way 
of resolving any conflicts one may be 
having with foxes. 

Humane methods of deterrence 
are not only better for wildlife, 
but they are often cheaper in the 
long-term and satisfy everyone - 
those who do not want foxes to be 
unnecessarily killed, and those who 
do not want them on their 
property. 

Animal Aid produces fact sheets 
on humane wildlife deterrence for 
foxes, birds, rats and mice, moles, 
and squirrels.

Concern grows council merger 
‘could strangle Haverhill’s voice’ 



A PROPOSED merger between For¬ 
est Heath District Council and St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council has 
been branded an unstoppable force 
by Haverhill councillor Tony Brown. 

Proposals for the new council have 
been put out for consultation to par¬ 
ish and town councils as well as the 
public, but Haverhill councillors 
are worried local democracy will be 
strangled. 

Major concerns were raised at 
a town council meeting in Haver¬ 
hill about representation being cut, 
Haverhill being isolated, residents 
being disenfranchised and worries 
about councillors with no knowledge 
of Haverhill making decisions on its 
behalf. 

Speaking after the meeting, Cllr 
Tony Brown said: “It’s like a snowball 
that starts at the top of the mountain 
and keeps going - it’s hard to stop it or 
change direction”. 

Cllr Brown also voiced concerns 
that the new, larger council was being 
done purely as a cost-saving exercise. 

He said: “Cost savings can be made, 
but not at the cost of local democ¬ 
racy.” 

The two councils already share ser¬ 
vices under the banner of West Suf¬ 
folk, and the leader of St Edmunds¬ 


bury Borough Council John Griffiths 
called the new council “a logical step 
forward” when the proposal was an¬ 
nounced at the start of May. 

Cllr Brown said: “I agree with joint 
working, it’s made huge savings, the 
government wants local councils to 
save huge amounts of money. 

“But we see it every day in Haverhill, 
had cuts to police, had die front door 


of the police station closed, had chil¬ 
dren’s clubs closed - it seems to all be 
about cuts now. 

“How much more could be saved? 

“The actual savings would be negli¬ 
gible, the cost to local democracy will 
be huge. I’m not trying to knock the 
borough, they do a good job, but I have 
huge concerns over larger council.” 

The draft business plan for the com¬ 


bined council estimates that £800,000 
worth of savings could be made. 

Labour councillors Pat Hanlon, 
Maureen Byrnes and Liz Smith have 
also voiced concerns that the new 
council will strangle Haverhill’s voice 
in local democracy. 

Pat Hanlon speaking on behalf 
of the Town Council Labour Group, 
said: “It [the new council] will dimin¬ 
ish Haverhill’s voice because there 
will be too many councillors so 
the Boundary Commission will 
cut the number of Haverhill 
councillors and strangle our 
voice because the power of the 
Bury St Edmunds hub will be 
even louder, plus we will be the 
size of what Bury is now in years 
to come, this will mean our voice 
will diminish and be strangled even 
though we are and still will be the sec¬ 
ond largest town.” 

The town council was given the 
opportunity to comment on the pro¬ 
posals last Monday as part of a public 
consultation which will run online 
until the end of August. 

Cllr Hanlon said: “There are cur¬ 
rently 45 members on St Edmunds¬ 
bury Borough Council, and 27 on For¬ 
est Heath District Council. At district 
council level 72 members the Bound¬ 


ary Commission would look at this and 
would be likely to reduce it to a more 
manageable number, this will mean 
less Councillors for Haverhill and less 
representation an affront to democ¬ 
racy for our people of Haverhill.” 

A spokesman for St Edmundsbury 
Borough council said: “Should our 
councils proceed with these propos¬ 
als, a further decision will need to be 
made on the number of councillors 
required by the new council.” 

The Boundary Commission will 
be reviewing both council’s wards re¬ 
gardless of whether the single council 
goes ahead. 

St Edmundsbury also said a new 
council would “drive prosperity and 
jobs” and meet “the financial challenge 
of reduced government funding”. 

The spokesman added: “Residents, 
businesses, partners and local groups 
have already been having there say as 
part of the engagement which runs 
until the end of August, giving people 
more than two months to have their 
say. The engagement cannot be car¬ 
ried out later due to the legislation 
and to make sure Government can 
process any order so that elections 
can take place in 2019.”

ADDING AN EXTRA ROOM TO YOUR HOME 



As long as they’re useable in 
all weathers, conservatories are 
a good way to increase your living 
space and bring the outside in 

1. Conservatories can be used as 
sitting rooms, playrooms, dining 
rooms, dens or multifunctional 
spaces, and can be cheaper 
than building an extension. The 
problem is that conservatories are 
often boiling when it's hot, and 
freezing when it's cold, but it is 
possible to make them suitable for 
all seasons. Some conservatories 
have low brick walls with glazing 
above, but if you'd prefer a garden 
room to a conservatory, you can 
have more brick walls and perhaps 
a tiled or semi-tiled roof, which 
makes it easier to insulate. 

2. Conservatories are usually 
located at the back of the house, 
but if there's a sunny spot at the 
side, you may prefer to put yours

there. Its position can make a big 
difference to how usable it is, so 
consider how the sun moves across 
the garden during the day. An east¬ 
facing conservatory will only get 
morning sun, while a west-facing 
one will be cooler in the morning 
and hotter in the afternoon and 
evening. Conservatories that face 
north may get angled sun first and 
last thing and so won't overheat 
on hot days, but they can be really 
cold. A south-facing conservatory 
makes the best sun trap and will 
get extremely hot when it's warm. 

3. It is, of course, a shame to 
spend all that money on a 
conservatory and only be able to 
use it when the weather allows, 
so efficient heating and cooling 
systems are a must. Extending 


the central heating system into 
the conservatory may not be 
cheap, but powerful radiators 
are a good way to counter all that 
glass when it's cold. Underfloor 
heating can be an even better 
solution, as it provides a nice 
warm floor and an even warmth 
that radiates upwards. It's also 
ideal if there's little or no space for 
radiators. Blinds help to insulate a 
conservatory in winter, as well as 
keeping it cool in summer. They 
also provide privacy, reduce glare 
and should stop soft furnishings 
fading in the sun. Wall-to-ceiling 
conservatory blinds tend to be 
expensive, but can make a big 
difference to the usability of 
the room. 

4. Like anything, there are different 
styles of conservatory, from 
more ornate period-style ones to 
plainer, more contemporary ones. 
UPVC conservatories are typically 


white or wood effect - they're 
relatively affordable and require 
little maintenance. Conservatories 
made of aluminium are really 
strong, durable and versatile, but 
expensive. Wooden conservatories 
are also expensive and require 
more maintenance than UPVC and 
aluminium, but they are natural 
and environmentally friendly 
(as long as the wood is sustainably 
sourced). The best conservatory is 
one that matches the period and 
style of your home so it doesn't 
look out of place. 

5. You often don't require planning 
permission to put up a conservatory 
- adding one to a house is usually 
considered permitted development 
(PD), providing you comply with 
the PD rules and regulations.

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PAUL COLE gets a 
taste of paradise on 
the idyllic island of 
Jersey, a hotspot for 
Michelin star cuisine 


I MUST go down to the seas again, 
to the lonely sea and the sky... 

The Sea Fever snippet learned in 
dim distant schooldays comes 
back to me as I watch the waves 
crashing on the rocks just offshore. 

The sky is a brilliant blue, the sun 
beating down, white horses crisply 
defined against the ocean's azure 
blue. It's a world away from the 
nine-to-five grind in Birmingham. 

Only it's not. I'm kicking back, 
chilling with a chilled beer in hand, 
at a beach bar just 90 minutes from 
Brum. So how's it done, short of a 
Star Trek-style transporter? 

Well, I'm sitting at Le Braye, an 
eaterie on the west, wild Atlantic, 
coast of... Jersey. 

The flight's about an hour, I have 
only cabin baggage and you can get 
through the island's airport in minutes. 

Paradise found. Out to sea is one of 
the 30 Martello towers that have 
guarded the islands from invaders for 
centuries. Not always successfully, of 
course. There are still lingering signs 
of the German occupation of Jersey 
during the dark days of World War 2. 

I wash down a crab sandwich with 
a glass of Liberation Ale, brewed to 
commemorate the day the Allies 
regained control of the island. 

Just up the coast road is the 
Channel Islands Military Museum, 
which charts Jersey's wartime history 
through occupation memorabilia. 

And 10 miles or so to the east can 
be found the Jersey War Tunnels, a 
maze of hospital corridors cut into 
the earth. 

Hohlgangsanlage 8 was a partially 
completed hospital complex in St. 
Lawrence, built by the Germans. 
More than a kilometre of tunnels 
were finished. After the liberation, it 
was converted into a museum 
detailing the occupation. 

But I'm not here to trace the 
island's wartime woes. I'm here to 
explore the island's burgeoning 
reputation as a culinary destination. 
This tiny island off the coast of 
France - just nine miles wide and 
four miles deep- boasts three 
Michelin-starred restaurants. 

In the modest capital, St Helier, 
there's Ormer where Shaun Rankin 
holds court, and there's Steve Smith's 
Bohemia, at The Club Hotel & Spa. 
Both have fine dining reputations, but 
I'm drawn again by the sound of the 
sea, to Ocean at the Atlantic Hotel. 
Sitting high above the west coast,

the Atlantic has allowed talented 
chef Mark Jordan free rein to make 
the most of island produce. Amid the 
contemporary sea-salted shades of 
an elegant dining room, signature 
dishes include langoustine tails, 
served on a hot rock with oyster 
mayonnaise and ebene caviar. 

That's one you may have seen on 
TV's Saturday Kitchen. 

But I'm getting ahead of myself. 
And, as with any trip, the getting 
there is half the story. 

After that beachside beer, I take the 
coast road north to Etacquerel, 
where Faulkner Fisheries perches 
precariously above the rocks and 
offers famous summer barbecues 
where you can dine on fish straight 
from the sea, looking over the golden 


sands of St Ouen's Bay. 

I follow the mazy, narrow roads 

- stopping whenever the whim takes 
me. There's a viewpoint and cafe at 
Piemont Point, almost the most 
northerly tip of Jersey, and La Mare 
Wine Estate at St Mary offers tastings 
and local produce. 

We wend our way around a loose 
circle, heading back to our base for 
the weekend, the Atlantic Hotel in 
Saint Brelade which sits on Le Mont 
de la Pulente - above that beach bar 

- with views out to sea on one side, 
and across an immaculate golf 
course on the other. 

The hotel sits in six acres 
of grounds adjoining La 
Moye golf course and enjoys 
dramatic views over St

Ouen's Bay - a conservation area of 
outstanding natural beauty. 

Opened in 1970 and since refur¬ 
bished and remodelled, it's a sleek 
three-storey hotel, with seaview 
room balconies reminiscent of those 
on a classic Cunard ship. Designers 
aimed for the crisp, clean feel of 
1930s marine architecture - a style 
synonymous with luxury. 

And they nailed it. In local family 
ownership since it opened, the Atlan¬ 
tic has gained a reputation as one of 
the top hotels in the British Isles, and 
is a member of Small Luxury Hotels 
of the World. When candidates on 
TV's The Apprentice deserved a treat, 
Sir Alan Sugar sent them here. 

The grounds also host an outdoor 
pool and sun terrace, tennis courts 
and a health club. There are relaxing 
lounge areas, one opening out onto 
the terrace and pool, and a bar which 
offers bar meals. 

Standard bedrooms are well- 
appointed - ask for an Ocean View 
room for full effect - with a king-size 
or two twin beds, white walls and 
elegant oak and satinwood furniture. 
There are a couple of chairs, a sofa 
and writing desk. Full-height sliding 
windows look out over the pool to 
the ocean beyond. 

A marble en-suite bathroom boasts 
stylish Hans Grohe fittings and 
toiletries by Molton Brown. The room 
rate includes complimentary data 
port and wi-fi, satellite TV including 
sport and movies, combination safe, 
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Mark Jordan At The 
Beach, far left, in 
beautiful St Aubin's Bay 
offers a relaxed fine 
dining experience 



hairdryer, bathrobes and slippers. 

The fruit bowl, refreshed daily, is 
a nice touch. There's mineral water, 
tea and coffee-making facilities, 
plus 24-hour room service with 
dishes from that Michelin star 
kitchen if you just want to chill out. 

The Ocean Restaurant was 
awarded 'Best Dining Experience' 
and 'Best Champagne List' at the 
2016 Conde Nast Johansens Awards. 
It has retained its coveted Michelin 
star for the tenth consecutive year, 
and the hotel boasts four red AA 
rosettes. Sister restaurant Mark 
Jordan at the Beach has the 
Michelin Bib Gourmand. 

So what does it taste like? We 
opted for a seven-course tasting 
menu which weighs in at £85 a 
head, or £145 with matching wine 
flight. It may sound like pushing 
the boat out, but it's more than 
reasonable for a Michelin-starred 
restaurant. There’s also a compre¬ 
hensive wine list starting at around 
£32 a bottle and ranging up to 
£1,500 for a rare, revered Margaux. 

Highlights were the duck 
prepared three ways, each offering 
a different texture; a crab and 
sweetcorn risotto in herb oil that 
was hot and rich; a perfectly 
cooked fillet of beef and a carefully 
balanced macaroon with goat’s 
cheese which walked the tightrope 
between too sweet and too sour. 


Jordan and his team know their 
stuff. The cheeseboard, to be 
honest, was unnecessary. You can 
have too much of a good thing. 

Dress code is smart casual, 
meaning designer jeans are okay. If 
you want an even more informal 
setting, then try Mark Jordan At The 
Beach, just 15 minutes down the 
road at St Peter, near picture-post- 
card pretty St Aubin. Separated 
from the sands by just a wide 
footpath, it offers a series of set 
menus in addition to the a la carte. 

We popped in for Sunday lunch, 
dining al fresco in a balmy sea 
breeze. I had a very impressive 
honey and five spice-roasted 
Gressingham duck breast, duck leg 
cannelloni, red cabbage, caramel¬ 
ised figs and vanilla jus (£23), while 
my wife enjoyed thyme-roasted 
lamb rump with caraway cabbage, 
root vegetables dauphinoise and 
tomato jus (£21.50). 

Again, the prices weren’t much 
more than you'd find at your local 
chain restaurant, yet the dishes had 
all the TLC that their Ocean 
Restaurant counterparts did. And 
here's a tip: order the nibbles while 
you're waiting. The truffle popcorn 
is a local institution! 

So what's not to like? Good food 
and drink, sea views to die for and 
scenic roads. And all an hour and a 
half from the big city blues.

T HE Nissan X-Trail is the world's best¬ 
selling SUV and, according to its maker, 
is being made even better with a robust 
redesign inside and out. 

There's a higher-quality interior, 
additional practicality and innovative new 
technologies to make life on the road even 
safer. 

It goes on sale in the UK in August 
and, along with other upgrades, will be 
available with ProPILOT autonomous drive 
technology which will control the steering, 
acceleration and braking in a single lane on 
highways during heavy traffic congestion 
and high-speed cruising. 

Changes to exterior styling include the 
latest Nissan "V-motion" grille plus new 
headlamp clusters and fog lamps integrated 
into a restyled front bumper. 

The biggest change to the profile of the 
new X-Trail is the addition of a chrome side 
moulding across the base of the two doors. 

The X-Trail is often used as a workhorse 
and the boot on the new model is larger 
than before.

Operated from a single switch 
on the steering wheel a variety of 
information can be scrolled through 
and it's backed up by a central display 
screen ranging from 6.5 to eight 
inches depending on grade. 

Connectivity includes Android 
Auto, Apple CarPlay and MirrorLink 
compatibility and the car can be 
specified with a wireless phone 
charger.
